Pii.cer county citizens have promised to 
have then at least 25,000 oranges mViti 
cultural Halt (formerly Platt'i Hall) that 
there all BJ»J tee the character of tbe fruit, 
on the production of which that foothill re- 
gion has great hopes (or the f otnre. in the 
door-yards o! Sacramento, Marysvillo, St. 
Helena, Santa Bosa, San Jose, and most 
interior towns, ripening oranges may now 
be seen. San Francisco, with its equable 
climate, lays co claim to citrus culture, 
present or prospective, yet some of tbe 
largest Washington Naval oranges ever 
shown in the State were picked Irom a tree 
at Bay View a few weeks ago. 


The brst that the orange trees of all the 


Upper counties can show will be Best to the 
State Citrus Fair, to fce held in Oioville the 
second week in January. Great prepara- 
tions lor that event are being made already, 
and its success is assnred. From the State 
appropriation $2,500 have been given the 
Fair, but all this amount will be devoted to 
premiums, 
Oroville citizing have already 


subscribed about $6,000 to defray expenses, 
Placer Connly Supervisors have giren 
$1,500, the Marysville City Fathers have 
promised $750, and from Yuba, Sutler, Te- 
hama. Shasta, Sacramento and other coun- 
ties contributions of products as well as 
funds are eipected.

Major Albeit Jones, who wis one of the 
origicatora of the first Citrus Fair, is now 
in (he oily mating arrangements for the 
coming event. 
He says tlmt the orange 


trees of that region never looked better. 
The pavilion is being enlarged so that it 
will cover a space ef 66 by 220 feet, en- 
closing fourteen bearing orange trees. 
There will be many choice oranges, other 
than the favorite seedling, from trees that 
will bear for the first time this season. The 
local Citrag Association will have at least 
100 boxes of Tangerine, Malta, Blood, 
Mediterranean, Sweet, Navel and other 
varieties from the grove of the Association 
at Therm ahto. 


Fruits of all sort*, especially figa, grapes 


and olives, from the foothill counties, will 
fce shown, as well as citrus products. A 
street railway company, jast organized, is 
now at work planning to get a transporta- 
tion line through Oroville and on to Ther- 
malito, before the date of the fair. The new 
Palermo Colony will have a display of pro- 
ducts. 


When es-Judge C. F. Lott, o! Oroville, 


was in Washington lately at the Knights 
Templar Conclave, be called at lha Depart- 
ment of Asricnltare headquarters and told 
the chief officials there mnch of interest 
regarding the horticulture of tbe upper 
Vatt of tbe State. Judging from recent re- 
potts of this department, there was need 
of much enlightenment in that respect. 


ABID LANDS. 


The San Franciaco Chronicle editorially 


remarks: 


It is a little singular that President Har- 


rison's message contained no allusion to 
the plan which haa been projected ior the 
reclamation and irrigation of the arid lands 
of the United States. Possibly the subject 
baa not reached the stage where the Presi- 
dent deemed it necessary to call the atten- 
tion ol Congress to it, ana he may have 
thought it due to the Senate to withhold 
any recommendation on that subject until 
the report of the Arid Lands Committee of 
that bod; had been laid before it. 


There is no topic which can be of more 


general interest than the scheme for the 
oiealion of hundreds of thousands of acres 
of cultivable lands. The word "creation" 
is tisad advisedly, for the reclamation of 
these lands will really be making iocoe- 
thing out of nothing, that is, something 
extremely valuable out of what is now 
utterly valueless. It has been shown in a 
variety of ways thit for every dollar the 
Government expends upon the ttrii lands 
it ftav expect to get back at least five, and 
possibly more; but this is not the best 
argument in favor ol tbe plan of rec'nma- 
tiOD. Tho best and strongest argument if. 
that the redaction o! these lands to a cul- 
tivable state mil fnraish thousands of the 
American people ot this and succeeding 
generations with homes, and this argument 
:s or should be unanswerable. 


Probably it will be a matter of difficult; 


to get tbe East and even tbe older States 
of tbe West interested iu this subject, be- 
cause of their ignorance of the conditions 
of tbe arid lands. They have no knowl- 
edge upon tha subject of systematic irriga- 
tion, or, in fact, of any kind of irrigation 
except sprinkling from a garden hose or a 
watering pot, and will have to have the 
whole question explained to them again 
and again before they will concur in the 
Western view of it. The only way is to be 
patient and persistent with them, to con- 
vince them by facts and figures and to 
show them the manifest advantages of tha 
system no plainly that they cannot refuse 
to believe, and then ths way will be com- 
pa'ativelv smooth. 


When the report of the Senate Commit- 


tee is received there will probably be some 
definite action taken, at least so far as the 
introduction ot one or more bills is con- 
cerned, and the President may then deem 
it proper to send a special meanage to Con 
grtsa on tb» subject. If he will bt guided 
by the judgment of Western Senators and 
Representatives, who have given the mat- 
ter a great deal of study, he will urge the 
arid lands proposition upon the attention 
of Congress as a subject in which the wel- 
fare ot the whole nation is deeply involved

There is the enterprising boarding house 
keeper who wants to get hold of a cheap fold- 
ing bed, side by side with tho newly married 
wife who would like to get holp of some inex- 
pensive articles of furniture to fill her rather 
empty flat. The poorly dressed woman with 
the pale faced baby on her arms wants some 
pans and kettles for her kitchen, and the pro- 
fessional shopper and sightseer does not 
know herself what she wants. 


A few days ago a story came to the knowl- 


edge of a News reporter that bears out the 
observa'ions. It was about a Mrs. Brown 
who lived in an uptown flat. She read the 
af'-ertisement of a large auction sale in a 
su ot off the Bowery. She had never been 
to any of these sales, but her friends had told 
ber such tales of the many useful articles 
that can be bought there for less than half 
their value that she felt bent on trying the 
experiment for herself.

INDUSTRIAL VILLAGES. 


Efforts to Reestablish These Mnch Need- 


ed Communities In England. 


The society for promoting the growth ef 


industrial villages has set before itself an ob- 
ject with which it is impossible not to sympa- 
thize. The aggregation of men in towns and 
cities haa been historically the condition of 
some ot the greatest and proudest achieve- 
ments which human society can boast Bnt 
although urban life has its advantages, and 
sin its measure essential to the corporate 
well being, it has its disadvantages also, and 
very grievous these disadvantages are, Tho 
Benefits ore obvious. 


It needs no comprehensive survey or elabo- 


rate statistics to prove that the near neigh- 
borhood of a town enables its denizens to co- 
operate for their mutual advantage in a way 
quite impossible to the dwellers in rural dis- 
tricts. This is obvious to the most casual ob- 
servation, and it has been so clearly seen by 
Englishmen within the last half century that 
i perfect rush has set in of the rural popula- 
tion into towns, with the result that, while 
hese latter have grown with unexampled ra- 
>idity and attained unprecedented propor- 
tions, many country districts have been al- 
most denuded of inhabitants, and villages, 
with their domestic industries and institu- 
tions, have perished in the shadow of colossal 
neighbors. 


This wholesale obliteration of the village 
ype has undoubtedly involved a serious loss 
o the community, perhaps even a national 


i. At any rate the sentiment cannot be 


mistaken which bos led Sir George Campbell 
and his associates to cast about for the means 
if restoring the deserted village, and recall- 
ng public attention to the possibilities of 
benefit to town and country alike hi the pro- 
ision of an outlet within our own borders 
or that most miserable and most dangerous 
>f all social growths—a surplus town popn- 
ation. 


The diffusion of sound viows, and still more 
he establishment of sound practice, in such a 
matter must be a work of time, and it may 
well be that the formulated programme of 
he society will bo subject to considerable 
modification in the light of experience, but 
we are glad to learn that they have met with 
,ome measure of encouragement. 


Among the instances which are mentioned 
lie following is peculiarly satisfactory: A 
West End firm of bootmakers has for some 
ime past given to any of their older hands 
ae privilege of living in the country, and 
laving boxes of materials sent to them peri- 
odically, which they return filled with the 
manufactured article. The firm pay London 
wages and the men pay the carriage of the 
;oods, reaping the benefit of lower rents, 
resh air and healthy surroundings of their 
rural cottage life.—London Lancet,

REMOVAL OF PUBLIC FUNDS. 


The pronounced attitude of the Presi- 


dent and Secretary of the Treasury against 
the policy of depositing large amounts ol 
the public funds in the national banks 
mast have prepared the tanks for the no- 
tification that such funds 
would 
be 


withdrawn at intervals of six weaks, and in 
installments of not over ten per cent. The 
fint withdrawal is to be made by January 
15, but already the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury has received notice from several of the 
banks (hat they desire to surrender at once 
all tbe public funds they tave on deposit, 
and to sell to the Treasury at an acceptable 
price the bonds which secured snch de- 
posits. 
These proposals have been favor- 


ably received by the Secretary, and it is 
quite probable most of the bucks will fol 
low the example of those already beard 
from. 


There has been some apprehension ox- 


pressed that the withdrawal of these depos- 
its would unfavorably affect the mono; 
market, bat if the bunks generally sslltbeir 
bonds to the Treasury the result will be to 
help the money market, piece diaburse- 
manta for the bonds which secure the de- 
posits will take a larger amount out of the 
Treasury (ban will bs returned to it. 
The 


obvious policy of the books is to get rid ol 
their bonds as promptly as possible, since 
there will be a reduction of one per cent in 
the premium paid on four per cents after 
January 1, when the n?xt quarterly interest 
(alls due. 


The last Republican national platform 


took very positive grounds against tbe 
deposit of public funds with the banks, as 
this had been done by the last administra- 
tion of the Treasury, and the actioa now 
taken shows that this declaration of the 
.ir.rty is to be respected. Earlier action 
was not practicable, and a though the pres 
entlime appeared to some not quite ans. 
picions for instituting a withdrawal the 
promise is that no harm will result to the 
money market, but possibly benefit. At 
any rate tbe policy o! depositing large 
amounts of public funds with the banks, 
which both the President and Secretary of 
the Treasury regard as pernicious, is to be 
abandoned, and thai done it will doubtless 
never be resumed. 


ALL FOU SII,Y£B. 


A Northwestern Congrrssional Committee 


has been organized at Washington. On its 
inception tbe meeting was called to order 
by Representative Carter, ,of Montana. 
Senator Stewart presided, with Caiter act- 
ing as Secretary. Spseshes were made by 
Senators Moody, Squires aud Allen. Del- 
egate Dabois, Representatives Wilson, 
Hansbrongb, Bartine, Stewart, Carey and 
Carter were selected a committee to perfect 
tbe organization, which is to include Ore- 
gon, Washington, Montana, North and 
South Dakota, Wyoming, Idaho, Colorado, 
JtowafcaiAflr1'ifeVW.^ 10 Me-same 'cfins of 
Territories as Wyoming and Idaho, and 
will doubtless be included. The object of 
the organization is this: "It. is to be non- 
partisan and devoted to co-operative work 
in all matters in which the region repre- 
sented is interested." The restoration of 
silver to its old place is, of course, the main 
object which this committee seeks to at- 
tain.

Electricians realize that they cannot long 


maintain the overhead wire system. The 
dangers to life and property ore so great 
that municipal authorities cannot long re- 
sist the popular demand for grounding tbe 
wires, For.this reason inventors are ex- 
perimenting and investigating new methods 
to meet the inevitable. How to dispense 
with tbe trolley system of electric propul- 
sion ia the moat difficult problem to solve. 
Tbe storage battery system is a failure so 


far, owing to the great weight of the batter- 
ies. Rsoent tests show that underground 
propulsion is not only possible bat practic- 
able. A New Jersey inventor has demon- 
strated that a powerful current can be car- 
ried between the rails without endangering 
life. It is a conduit system, consisting of 
• copper rod and brass plates. Tbe con- 
duit is without a slot, and is water and air 
tight. Connection between the copper rod 
and brass plates is formed by permanent 
magnets preceding the brushes under the 
car. 
As soon as the car passes over one of 


the strips the levers drop of their own 
weight and break the circuit in the conduit. 
This prevents the current from extending 
to the rails or along the surface of the con- 
duit. Of course this system is njt without 
objection, bat it serves to show that elec- 
tricians are fully alive to the necessitv of 
abandoning overhead wires.

Petroleum or the Refined Product* 
of Petroleum.

HE BOAUD OP COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 
. of Washoe county, State of Nevada, do ordain 
as follows: 


SECTION 1, That It shall be unlawful for any 
person, firm or corporation tD etuie or permit Ihe 
storage of, or keep lor sale within the limils of 
the town of Reno, in any one liuilding, In a larger 
quantity than one hundred gallons, any petroleum, 
or the refined products of petroleum, eicept tbe 
same be kept in metal cans or iron tanks, and 
stored in a building or warehouse conitru ted as 
herein provided, used and to be used exclusively 
for the storage of such substance and none other. 


SEO. 2. That any building or warehouse to be 
used for the purposes aforesaid, sball be built ol 
stone or brick or both combined, with at leas! 
thirteen inch walls, with metal roof and metal 
covered doors, so as to be practically fire-proof. 
That no such building or warehouse snail be 
erected until the person, firm or corporation shall 
have first submitted tbe site selected therefor to 
the County Commissioners, at a regular meeting 
!ot town purposes, and the said Commissioner! 
shall have made a record of their approval ot said 
site for snob purpose, and shall have issued a per- 
mit authorizing such person, firm or corporation 
to erect such building or warehouse us herein 
provided. 


SEC. 
3. That any person violating any of tbe 
provisions of this Ordinance is hereby deemed 
guilty of committing a nuisance, and, upon con 
viction thereof, sball be lined in any turn not less 
than one hundred dollars, and rot more than five 
hundred dollars, or bo imprisoned in the county 
jail of Wasboe county not exceeding ninety days 
or by both such fine and imprisonment. 


SEC. 4. All ordinances or parts of ordinances 
hi conflict with this ordinance are hereby repealed 
Passed December2,1889.

Jefferson Davis' death serves as an ex- 


cuse for every writer in tha country, 
whether north or south of Mason and 
Dixon's line, to rake np recollections 
about the Civil War. 


Well, what of it? Hasn't one a right ta 


remember things that have happened dur- 
ing his lifetime, and hasn't he tha privi- 
lege of writing about tbem, and getting his 
stuff printed if he can? 


The writer of this was under 10 years 


old whan the war broke out, bat can re- 
call many of the stirring scenes incident to 
that gigantic struggle. 
Even to this west- 


ern verge of our national domain tbethrob- 
ling* of their strife were felt. How time 
softens all our feelings! 
Twenty-four 


years ago the news that the leader of the 
Confederacy had passed away would have 
been received with noisy acclaim through- 
out the North. Bands would have blared, 
bonfires would hava blazed and torchlight 
prou.-ssions would have bellowed until the 
very stars bad echoed the din. 
Yesterday 


he died, and in the daily press the story cf 


last sickness occupied less than two 


columns. There was no exaltation, no 


isterous denunciation, no bitter bio- 


giaphical analysis. 
Instead, we had pa- 


;hetic descriptions of the death-bed scenes, 
>rief sketches of the dead man's career, 
dealing with him as an historical person- 
age, an editorial paragraph or two, and 
that was all. Even the harshest critics 
spoke of his acts merely as mistakes. 
There were few unkind words, and many 
oined in a gentle "Peace to his ashes.' 
rVith a great majority there was no signifi- 
cance whatever in his taking off. The 
event caused not the slightest ripple in 
iheir lives nor in the business of the com- 
munity; therefore they were indifferent. 


Tel this man was once the moat abused 


>eraon in the nation. 
He was burned in 


ffigy, lampooned and caricatured. Do yon 


remember the envelopes used in those 
days, with tlie colored picture in the upper 
eft-h*nd corner? Tha favorite design was 
something abusive of the Confederate 
President. When Horace Greely went on 
Davis' bond the entire North jeered at him. 
Did you ever stop to think wbat a brave 
bing that act of Greely's was? It required 
courage in a sublime degree. 


Few will regret the change the years 


lave wrought. It is matter for congcatn- 
ation that so much of the grip between the 
States has been closed. 


Every lover of his country is glad to 


hink that the old wounds are healing, and 
nearly all will forgive the Southerners if 
hey still regard Davis as a hero. He was 
their champion. 
Let them mourn bis 


death. This upon our part is not an in- 
dorsement of his career. 
It is simply fra- 


ternal toleration. 
Neither may we hide 


oar affection for ocr champions. 
Dead or 


iving, they deserve oar gratitude. Dag- 
;at','s centennial poem, the beat, in my 
opinion, that oarhundredthyearprodnced, 
expresses this sentiment most felicitously: 


With palm and olive with tha cypress twine:!, 


With charity to all, malice to none. 
We take the hand in faith and brotherhood 
Of all who claim paternal heritage. 
In the ripe glories of this year of years; 
\nd leading them beside the silent graves 
Of bumble martyrs to a thoughtless ttri/e, 
Bow down, and with tbe grace of God forgive 
The hearts that wounded and tbe bands tbat struck. 
While round the prostrate arm of Wrong we twine 
The olive, let ui not forget to lay 
The cypressou the grave of sacrifice; 
Forgive the living, not forget tbe dead." 


The cause for which Davis strove was
